ALMOST COM PLETED. 


HE completion of the boring of 
the tunnel on the Little Lake di- 
vision of the Los Angeles aque- 
duct yesterday afternoon, known as

Shortly after noon the two crews 
of. workmen, who have aimed to drill 
to a center point since March 10, 
1910, broke through the.final wall 
with a great blast. The union of 
the bores was within a fraction of an 
inch of accuracy. | 

This is the fifth-longest tunnel on 
the work, being a clean bore of 5960 
feet. The crews met 2185 feet from 
the north end. The longest tunnel is 
the Elizabeth Lake, nearly 7.000 
feet. It has a nine-foot-wide bottom 
end a ten-foot top.

‘for the henefit of the Indian wards 
on the various reservations in the 
er, Afiz., within a few days. 
The estimated cost of the improve- 
ment, $50,000, has been appropri- 
ated by Congress, and the locn!. In- 
dian Service officials will superin- 
tend the erection of an immense 
pumping plant. J. J. Granville, chief 
engineer, and F. R. Schenck, super- 
intendent of irrigation, will have the 
work in charge. They leave for 
Parker to begin operations today. 

It is estimated that the water, 
which will come from the Colorado 
River, will irrigate not less than 
5000 acres of land now mostly given 
over to thé propagation of rattle- 
snakes and gila monsters. It will 
furnish about 500 Indian families 
with irrigated land. ov 

The experiments of the goy 
ment along the line of irrig 
have so far shown that the hei 
if furnished ambition in the shape 
of land that yields readily to culti- 
vation, are éager to devote them- 
selves to agriculture. If opportun- 
ity is presented they make almost 
as ood farmefs as their white 
brothers. The averagé Indian is 
very proud of his “ranch” even: if 
it amounts to nothing more than a 
garden patch. It tf believed that 
the ¢constryction of big plant will 
give an impetug to the development

PROTEST AGAINST BIGOTRY. 
- When freedom was cradled in America 
one of the fundamental and most important 


elements was religious liberty. For the. 


first time in the history of mankind it came 
to be recognized that religion was no ¢on- 
cern of the government as one of its func- 
tions. The relations of the human being 
with his God were declared to be his own 
concern and one in which the government 
should have no interference. Religion has 


flourished in the United States under this | 


great and just princfple, and.the world has 
all taken cognizance of this fact and mod- 


eled governmental dealings with religion 


upon our basis. | 


But the Russian, government and the Rus-_ 


sian people have failed most lamentably to 
keep in line with humanity in its advance 


‘to higher ideals and a level of more even- | 


minded justice. Bigotry rules’ in Russia 


largely in the, place of religion, and super- | 


stition too much takes the place of truth. 
The government is largely responsible and 
naturally exercises a reflex action upon the 
people. All through the Russian empire 
persons of the Jewish race are held in as 
great abomination as ever was the case in 
the darkest of all dark ages since Chris- 
tianity was first preached, and the apostles 
taught that there were neither “bond nor 
free, Greek nor Jew, but that all men were 
one in the Fatherhood of God.” This per- 
haps is none of our business; we should 


| not interfere with the dealings of the Rus- 


sian government with its own people. But 
our hearts have bled at the gross atrocities 
the outgrowth of superstition and bigotry 
practised upon the members of the Hebrew 
race in Russia, and it was proper for us to 
bring to bear upon the government of that 
country all the moral influence we could 
apply in a diplomatic manner. ! vid 
When it comes to the dealings the 
Russian government with persons who are 
citizens of the United States we make no 
inquiry as to the religion of our citizens or 
as to their racial origin. Thé flag covers 
ali, and its aegis is supposed to be an am- 


ple protection to all alike. Therefore, when | 
Russia, in the darkness of its guperstitious | 


bigotry, undertakes to discriminate unjustly 


against any person or class of persons en- 


titled to our protection we shall not stop to 
inquire. about the faith they profess, the al- 
tar at which they worship or the race from 
which they spring. There is in our mind 
just one consideration: They are citizens 
of the republic and will be protected in all 


| their rights wherever they go in the whole 


wide world.- 

We are not a rupture of the 
peace with the people of Russia. That will 
not be necessary. The present difficulty 
furnishes us with a good opportunity of ap- 
plying diplomacy instead of crying, “Let 
loose the dogs of war!” We have a treaty 
with the Russian government made in 1832. 


It grants privileges to the peoples of both 


countries in dealing each with the other. 
The treatment of American citizens by the 


Russian government because they dre of 


the Hebrew race (a distinction which we 
propose to ignore) is held by our states 
men to be a positive violation of the terms 
of that treaty. We have believed that dip- 
lomatic representations would prevail with 
the government of the Czar, and that a way 
would be found to treat our people justly in 
accordance with the terms of that treaty. 
Let,us hope stiH that such may be*the case. 

But, if not, what then? No contract can 
bind one of the high contracting .parties 
when the terms of such contract are vio- 
lated by ihe other. Therefore, national 
self-respect, a sense of national honor and, 
higher still, a conception of even-handed 
justice and our obligation to our own citi- 
zens to see that they enjoy just treatment 
everywhere at the hands of all people and 


of all governments cries aloud that the 


treaty shall be abrogated: That _is what 
should be done, and that is what will be 
done should the government of the Czar 
of Russia prove obstinate. : 

* It grieves us to think (but thinking It we 


must say it) that the pretensions of the 


Russian government are mere subterfuges. 
The allegation is that American Jews are 
excluded from Russia because these Jews 
are inclined to be \dwbreakers to the ex- 
tent of being anarchists. We know in Amer- 
ica that this is not so. No person has ever 
taught school in this country without learn- 
ing that Jewish children are more docile 
than the average. There are fewer persons 
of this race in prisons, poorhouses and also 
in any sinks of degradation, in proportion 
to their numbers, than of any other race 
among us. They are thrifty, industrious, 
law-abiding and in every respect good citi- 
zens, as high as the highest average. 

If some Jews have a spite against the 
Russian goyernment and the people of that 
country it is a direct outgrowth of unjust 
treatment received at the hands of that 
government and of that people. It may be 
‘that a few Jews return from America to 
Russia to avenge the wrongs suffered by 
their race. \ If there are any such they are 
as easily dealt with as international] male- 
factors of any other class. There are Rus- 
sian. anarchists who come to America who 


| are not Jews, and we have to take care of 


ourselves against them as best we can. 
There are anarchists that enter Russia 
from various parts of the world in whose 
veins there is no Jewish blood. 

As a matter of fact, the hostility of the 
Russian government to the Jewish people 
ig a weak and improper concession to su- 
perstitious bigotry. The purpose of a good 
government should be to:cure this improper 
feeling rather than to encourage it. 

Therefore, we fee]: sure that our govern- 
ment will see that one of two things takes 
place: promptly. Either let Russia recede 
from her untenable position, or let the 
treaty be abrogated. 


OODROW witdon TURNED DOWN. 

V¥ Four years ago Andrew (Carnegie 
gave $10,000,000 of 5 per cent, steel trust 
bonds to the trustees of the Carnegie Foun- 
‘dation, “the revenue from which is to pro- 
vide retiring pensions for the teachers of 
universities, colleges and technical schools 
in our country, Canada and Newfoundland, 
under such conditions as you may adopt 
from time to time.” bea 

The trustees at their fivst meeting agreed 
that “any person 65 years of age who has 
had not less than fifteén years of service 
‘as a professor and who is at the time a pro- 
fessor in an accepted institution should be 
‘entitled to receive for an active pay of 
$1600 or less an allowance of $1000, provid- 
ing that no allowance exceeded 90 per cent. 
of the active pay.” Fea 

A law professor in a middle western in- 
stitution had had thirty-nine years of serv- 
ice and for the last twelve years he had 
been totally blind. His age was 73 and 
his pension was fixed at $1400. The presi- 


‘dent emeritus of an up-State New York egl- 
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lege retired at the age of 87 and received | 


$1200. A man who had been professor of 
natural philosophy for more than fifty years 
in a southern college was peysioned at the 
age of 78. ; | |

\the mysticism of 


PERSIA AND YOUNG SHUSTER.

The eyes of the world are now focused 


on the stand taken by a sturdy young Amer- 


ican at the Persian capitdl. That ancient 
monarchy is the center of an international 


conflict in which Great Britain, Russia and 


the United States| are directly interested, 


Turkey is deeply involved, and Germany 
‘and the other powers are eagerly watching. 


Greed for the acquisition of Asiatic terri- 
tory has been the underlying motive, but 
financial competition is the pretext for pre- 


Great Britain wants an unobstructed land 
route from Egypt to India and must cross 
Southern Persia to secure it. To that end 
she proposed to finance and’ build a railroad 
and hold the Persian government responsi- 


ble for the bonds. As soon as that project 


was mooted Germany and the United States 
bid for an opportunity to place the bonds 

and sent out engineers to locate a route. 
On the north the Russian possessions 
surround the great internal Caspian Sea ex- 
cept a few hundredimiles along its southern 
border. That country has looked with long- 
ing eyes upon this strip of territory and

When he assumed charge of the revenues 


in Juneof this year he found banking defi- 
cits of over $500,000. On the 3rd of De- 


| cember he was able to report that the defi- 


cits.were wiped out iand there was $800,000 
in the treasury. Both England and Russia 
have regarded his sticeessful administration 
with increasing anxiety. They have united 
in a demand for his removal. But he has 
managed his affairs) with such good judg- 
ment and, what is surprising: in that coun- 
try, eliminated all. graft, that the people are 
more than pleased with him and resent that 
external interference that dictates the sac- 
rifice of an able and just official. ‘ 

Finally Russia imperiously demanded that 
Shuster should at léast relinquish his au- 


thority over the northern provinces, claimed 


to be under the Russian sphere of influence. 
Failing to meet with a satisfactory response, 
Russia has ma a large force and crossed 


‘the northern frontier, menacing the capital, 


but has halted her army awaiting the fuar- 
ther action of the Persian government. 

In view. of the gravity. of the situation 
and the momentous | possibilities, involved, 
Shuster has asked himself what he ought 
to do, and he has answered the question in 


characteristic fashion. He says that the 


Russian prodrome! is incensed by the 
solidarity and energy of the constitutional 
government. Russian officials have been 
so long accustomed to intimidating Persian 
officials of all ranks that they are unable 
to comprehend anyone desiring an impar- 
tial execution of the laws. The people are 
highly. pleased with him, urge him to’ re- 
main at his post and not leave the finances 


to lapse again into their former chaotic | 


condition. | |

will enable her to extend undisputed sway 
over the southern provinces and, between 
them, as they hope, Persia will be at their
